REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including that of a bicycle lock for 
blocking rotation of a crankshaft, where the bicycle lock is provided in a seat tube, the bicycle 
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lock has a locking pin and a locking mechanism, where the lock housing is coupled to the saddle 
tube by a rotating coupling, and the locking pin in a locked position having a nonrotatble 
engagement with a notch in the crankshaft and thus blocking rotation of the lock housing and 
preventing its removal from the seat tube. 

The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent Number 686,940 to Huscher, discloses a 
bicycle lock assembly adapted for insertion into a seat tube and blocking rotation of a crankshaft. 
However, the geometry of the locking pin and corresponding notch in the crankshaft allows for 
rotation between the lock housing and the seat tube.
